Some time ago the Society of Civil Engineers in 
Paris made a series of experiments on the visibility of 
colours at a distance, in order to determine the t 
colour of uniform for eoldiers in the field. Eight 
colours were taken, the numler 8 standing for -invisi- 
bility, and 1 for the most visible. Comparisons were 
made in clear and cloudy weather and at night, The 
distance was 650 y: the result wae as follows: 
In clear weather, white was 1, light blue 2, scarlet 3, 

mn 5, dark blue 6, and the colour of dry foliage 

W bainse almost invisib! In cloudy weather, white, 
blue, green, and brown remained the same, light blue 
became 3 in the acale, and scarlet 4, while green became 
more visible. At night, white becomes invisible, and 
from one end of the szale to the other. The 
French uniform of the line—red cap, dark blue coat, 
red trousers—stood midway between 5 and 6. 
Other experiments have shown that at from six to 
seven bundred the red tunic of the British soldier, 
crossed by white belts, fades into invisibility. 
4088. Can it be Proved that Appreciable Amount 
Heat is Received by ibe Zarth from the Koon? 

Yes; although the most .censitive thermometer is 
not in the least affected by the minute amount of heat 
go received. Melloni was the first (in 1846) to show 
this. His results were confirmed by Lord Rosse. 
During the long lunar day the heat of the sun pours 
down on the moon's surface during 300 hours, and

Banks, in cutting at a ball, brouzht his bat down on the 
top of the off stump.

Dr. W.G. Grace's highest aggregate in first-class 
cricket is 2,739 in 187]. Kumar Shri Benpssiakt 
nn 2,780 runs in rie one ar holds the ner . 
n the respective years of their hi t aggregates these 
two batemen scored ten three-igure innings each. 


Tue following is the evolution of the wicket : 
1700—Two stumps, Ift. high, 2ft. wide.

1798—Three stumps, one bail, 24in. by Zin. 
1816—Three stumps, one bail, 26in. by 7in. 
1817—Three stumps, two bails, 27in. by 8in. 

A matcd at Sleaford on August 20th, 1892, was the 
scene of a remarkable record r. Aitken clean bowled 
three visiting batsmen with successive bowls, and each 
time he broke a stump. More remarkable still, he took 
the stumps in order, severing first the ley, then the 
middle, and, with his third ball, the off “peg.” 


Ggorce Brows, born in Surrey in 1783, is sup- 
posed to have been the fastest underhand bowler that 
ever Lin ger At Lord's a man once tried to stop the 
ball with his coat, but Brown bowled through it and 
killed a dog on the other side! It is not surprising 
after this to hear that two long-stops were required when 
Brown went on. 

To the island of Samoa one must go for the essence 
of enthusiasm for our national game. The natives have 
taken up the game with a keenness which seriously 
interferes with the duties and more serious affairs of 
life. It is no uncommon thing for a match to be played 
between teams of seventy aside. the game lasting a 
fortnight or more. 

Me. V. E. WaLKEr captured all ten wickets in first- 
class matches three times. .The occasions were: for 
England v. Surrey, 2lst July, 1859, for 74 runs; for 
Gentlemen of Middlesex v. tlemen of Kent, 16th 
June, 1864, for 37 runs; for Middlesex v. Lancashire, 
22nd July, 1865, for 104 runs. No other bowler has 
accomplished the feat more than once. 


Mr. O. I. THorNTOon is probably the test hitter 
England has produced. In a match at borough in 
which he took part, no fewer than four different Salle 
were used in one over. Three were hit out of the ground 
with the first three balls of the over. On another 
occasion, on the Merchant Taylora’ ground, seven balls 
were used during Mr. Thornton’s innings. 

THe higkest total ever obtained in any match is 
1,094 by Melbourne Li igeess playing againet 
Essendon, on March 5th, 12th, 19th, and last. The 
University won by 1,018 runs! The record which was 
su in this match was the 922 scored by the 
Carlton C.C., and, curiously enough, the fielding side 
on that occasion was Melbourne University! 


THE greatest number of le that ever paid for 
admission at a cricket match in England was 63,763 on 
the occasion of the Surrey v. Notts match at the Ovalin 
A 1892. On the firat day there were present 
30,760, on the second 29,370, and on the last 3,633.
